It was not until long after the 
war ended that the tale was told 
of how, when she was ready to 
salt, the U.S. government stepped 
in and refused clearance.

A survey of police forces in the 
26 municipalities of York County, 
which has just been completed, 
discloses a total of 165 county 
and municipal officers are polic- 
ing a 300,000 population in an 
area of 849.5 square miles. ) 

Compared with the policing 
strength of other large munici- 
palities throughout the world, 
York County is very much under- 
staffed, the. survey reveals. I 

In United States and Great 
Britain the ratio of police per 
population is one officer for every 
1,000 population. In the city of 
Toronto the ratio is one officer 
for every 025 persons. 1 

In York County the ratio is .66 
police for .every 1,000 population. 

The survey was made by Chief 
Constable George Stuart at the 
request of the York County 
Council and the York County 
Police Committee to determine 
the actual strength of the police 
forces in suburban Toronto and 
the rural sections, and for the 
distribution of county r officers. 
Information obtained from this 
survey will aLso be placed heforc 
the special county police com- 
mittee coasidering the offer of 
Attorney-General Gordon Conant 
to place five provincial police of- 
ficers in the county. 

Despite the limited police force, 
York County has one of the best 
records in the province for crime 
prevention and crime detection, 
and considerable credit is accord- 
ed the co-operation given by the 
county auxiliary force to munic- 
ipal police, according to members 
of the police committee. 

Forest Hill is the only munic- 
ipality whose police force com-! 
pares favorably with its popula- 
tion, with 13 police officers for a 
population of 11,117. j 

York Township, considered one 
of the most efficient forces In 
Canada, has 49 men to take care 
of 75,842 population, while East 
York lias 16 men to take care of 
38,975 population. |

In the Army Again 



GAS WHAT? 



Distinguished Scientist Expounds 






By Professor LeGaz 



This article concerns gas. Al- 
though you have, been taught a 
great deal already by your of- 
ficers, I thought it advisable to 
supplement their teaching with 
some sound ideas of my own. As 
one thoroughly experienced in 
gas (seven weeks at Consumer's), 
I found your course sadly lacking 
in some of the finer points, es- 
pecially with regard to detection. 
For this reason* 1 have sacrificed 
my valuable time to set down 
here methods by which you 
trainees may be rendered even 
more susceptible (or maybe it's 
invulnerable) to gas. 

As you know, there are four 
types of gases. These arc (1) 
Choking gas — which chokes, (2) 
Blister gxs — which blisters, and a 
couple of others that I can't re- 
member, but which, in all prob- 
ability, are not very important. 
Of the first class the one known 
as Pbosg-ene is the most danger- 
ous. It is distinguished by its 
odour, which resembles that of 
musty hay. Now, here is the 
faulty part of the system you arc 
taught. . 

If you are a city fellow the 
chances are v-ery great that you 
would not recognize the smell of 
musty hay. Realizing this, I, Pro- 
fessor LcGaz, have devised a 
special kit called, aptly •enough, 

"Caspar's Gas-bag;," in one corner 
of which is placed a small bale 
of musty hay. This will enable 
you, on reaching a contaminated 
area, to recognize phosgene. If 
musty hay is not available, or- 
dinary hay may be used, as the 
bag is so constructed that by the 
time you need the hay it will have 
become quite musty. 

Chlorine Is another of the 
choking gases and has Uic smell 
of bleach. For its recognition my 
kit-bag Is equipped with a 40 oz. 
bottle of Javel water which, as 
you know, also smells strongly 
of bleach. My original Idea was 
to carry only 2 oz. of Javel water, 
but the salesman from whom I 
bought it explained how much 
more economical it was to buy In 
large quantities, and I was quick 
to take advantage of such a sen- 
sible suggestion. Moreover, If you 



happen to be familiar with this 
scent, the javel water may be 
hurled at the enemy, causing 
considerable damage, and at the 
same time making your load that 
much lighter. As to the other 
choking gases, I wouldn't bother 
much as you arc not likely to 
come in contact with them for a 
while yet. 

The next group under consider- 
ation Is that known as the blister 
ga>u\s. The most persistent of 
these is Mustard gas, which has 
a very potent odour resembling 
very few of us who arc not fam- 
iliar with these powerful veget- 
ables, there is no real necessity 
here for further burdening our 
kits. However, I think you will 
all agr.ee that a regiment of 
soldiers, each of whom arc carry- 
ing a few pounds of onions and 
garlic, would present a very 
formidable picture to the enemy. 
Think of the effect— it would h* 
positively nauseating! Besides, if 
a few loaves of bread were en- 
closed with them, they might 
prove the means of saving youi 
lives if a shortage of food arose. 
Better put (hem in, too. 

Second only to Mustard gas Is 
Lewisite — all the mora deadly 
because of its geranium-like 
scent. Now, how many of you 
recognize the smell of geraniums? 
Not many, I'll wager (anything 
up to 50c). Then you'd belter 
bring along a dozen geraniums. 
Of course, you'll have to keep 
them in flower-pots and be sure 
they're well watered; otherwise 
they will lose their, scent and be 
rendered useless. And if you're 
taking the onions and garlic it 
might be best to throw in a 
couple dozen roses as well. 

Now you're ready for anything 
gaseous. With this kit you will be 
fully equipped to recognize all the 
dangerous gases. Tear gas? Oh, I 
purposely omitted that. It's not 
important, and besides, a good 
cry never did a person any 
harm; so when it comes to pro- 
tection from gas, get a "Caspar's 
Gas-bag." Be sure to get youths 
^arly 'cause there's only a limit- 
ed—Aw, gee! fellows, do I have 
to put that darn- old straight- 
jacket on again?

You 
should have seen the hole it made 
when it did go off. Well, I left that 
neighborhood awfully fast, seven 
if I could hardly breathe aud ev- 
erything was quiet for a while. I 
went over to get my shaving 
equipment out of my truck and 
another cuss let go his bombs, and 
then another guy. They all land- 
ed near me. all within 150 feet. 
Two of them didn't go off. Say, 
was I scared! Wow! I had seen 
plenty of dogfights in the day- 
time and plenty of bombs drop- 
ped before* I have been at a 
place when a German machine 
gunned it, and just razzed him 
for missing, but I don't care for 
any more near misses like- that 
one. I laughed about it later, and 
lite rest of my squadron had a 
good lau^h at me when I told 
them, but they didn't laugh 
when they saw the holes, though* 
1 got a laugh back at one of them 
yesterday. He was going to Cat- 
erham yesterday on a motor 
cycle when a bomb hit the side 
of the road. The truck back of 
him was pretty badly damaged, 
two big holes in the roof and half 
the side knocked off. The driver 
didn't get hurt much. The I). R. 
just got shaken up a bit, and was 
he ever nervous when he got 
back! Say, there goes the air raid 
signal. If anything comes closo 
I'll tell you about it. I am going 
out now to watch. 

Well, Ang, it was a good thing 
I did go out. I saw a good fight, 
and then some, for about twenty

On the twenty-second day of 
November, 1040, there lauded into 
the Military Training Centre at 
Newmarket, a few bushels of 
hayseeds. We 21 and 22 year old 
farm boys were part of the second 
group to be called up for National 
Defence training. 

To say we were dumb and awk- 
ward is putting it mildly. We had 
not the foggiest idea about things 
military. A few had never been 
away from home before. We sure- 
ly must have given the officers 
and N.C.O.'s a good many head- 
aches. Maybto if the officers had 
used the words "Gee" and "Haw" 
and "Whoa" in the commands in- 
stead of "Right Turn," "Left 
Turn," and "Halt," we might 
have caught on sooner. Although 
we were familiar with harness, 
we got into a hopeless tangle 
when we tried to assemble our 
packs and straps. Our marching 
technique resembled the rambl- 
ings of a herd of sheep. 

It seemed a shame to He In bed 
until 6.30 when w-e had been used 
to getting up at 4:00 or 4:30. We 
were supposed to get toughened 



up while here, but most of us 
found ourselves getting soft with 
so littLe real work to do. 

Officers and N.C.O/s didn't 
have to be told that we* were 
from the backwoods and that 
some of ils were from away back. 
However, while we may be slow- 
er to absorb knowledge, there Is 
no doubt that we shall retain 
that knowledge at least as well 

as our more honoured city com- 
rades. 

Raw recruits {extremely raw) 
is the name by which we go now, 
but there is no reason why we 
farm boys cannot overcome our 
slowness and awkwardness and 
make first-class soldiers, able to 
take our place in tlie front lines 
and give as good an account of 
ourselves as did our fathers dur- 
ing the years 1914-1918, 

When we came here from 
farms and backwoods we did not 
know an 'about turn" from a 
"sergeant-major;" some did not 
even know their right from their 
left. Slowly but surely we have 
been progressing towards the 
acme of perfection which is the 
standard for a full-fledged war- 
rior of our great Empire.

Greenwich 
Observatory 

By Golden Glow 

The other evening there was a 
photo of Greenwich Observatorj 
in the evening paper, and abov* 
it the words "Greenwich Observ- 
atory hit, but Time Ball carries 
on." No doubt many of you saw 
it too, and like myself, wondered 
just what It meant. The article 
was very brief, in fact, so brief 
that I shall just include it: 

"London, Dec. 6 — Greenwich 
Observatory was damaged in a 
recent air-raid, but the famous 
Time Ball continues to function, 
it was disclosed today. 

"The revolving globe, the ob- 
servatory clock and parts of the 
telescope room were. damaged by 
high explosives and fire bombs. 

"One of the damaged sections 
was built in 1675 from designs 
by Sir Christopher Wren." 

It sounds very brief, but like a 
lot more places that have been 
bombed in London, there are a 
few redeeming features, for from 
a picture I have in an illustrated 
book of interesting places in and 
around London (1896) it looks to 
me as if only one corner has been 
damaged. Under the picture in 
this book it states that this world 
renowned establishment occupies 
the site of the tower commonly 
called Greenwich Castle, which 
was built by Duke Humphrey, 
and repaired in 1526 by Henry 

Vffl. 

It says the observatory was 
never intended for show, but for 
work, and the astronomer Royal 
and his staff are on duty contin- 
uously. Some of them must be 

there day and night, and not a 

moment of intermission is 
mitted in the observatory. 

Also admission to the building 
is strictly limited to such indi- 
viduals as are most likely to ben- 
efit by it. 

The hill on which the observ- 
atory is built in Greenwich Park 
is 180 teet in height, and here is 
where the observation room is 
situated, where the mighty tele- 
scopes are situated, and where 
the work of the astronomers is 
carried on. We cannot rightly 
appreciate what that means. 

The "Nautical Almanac" alone 
is one of immense importance. 
It is published three years in ad- 
vance so as to be available for 
seamen going on Ion? voyages. 
Mathematicians are constantly at 
work; not a star in the midnight 
heavens goes unobserved. the 
paths of planets are noted, the 
phenomena of gravity,, light and 
magnetism are investigated, and 
the true time, "Greenwich time," 
fbsh.?d to all quarters of the 
globe. |

Bui 
when we read that the revolving 
globe, the observatory clock and 
parts of the telescope room were 
damaged by high explosives and 
i lire bombs, we may be sure that 
many of the delicately construct- 
ed instruments have perished. 

In the old Octagon room wer-s 
carefully preserved the chron- 
ometers made by John Harrison. 
' a carpenter of Hull, England, and 
a great mechanical genius, after 
• a lifetime of effort, winning the 
I S30.000 prize offered by the Brit- 
] ish government for a chronom- 
I ctcr which, while being carried 
j on long sea voyages, would still 
keep Greenwich time, 
| The phases of the moon arc 
, studied, but just as they work out 
j a yM of calculations in these lat- 
ter days, the moon's movements 
become very erratic; and they 
have to start all over again. It 
is thought that this is due to the 
increasing speed with which the 
earth is rotating. Scientists, you 
know, claim that the earth has 
shifted on its axis, and so is up- 
selling all sorts of things — the 
weather included! 

I wonder what daylight saving 
is doing to us! Tfca new day 
starts at Greenwich at 12 mid* 
night now, where it used to com- 
mence at midday. What a lot of 
things we would like to know 
about Greenwich observatory. 

I fancy the tides arc measured 
there by instruments, and fore- 
told, as well as the weather. They 
can tell the position of a ship at 
sea, calculated by the latitude 
and longitude. Of course, we 
learned long ago at school, .some- 
thing about all that, and how the 
moon governs the tides, and that 
Greenwich was considered the 
centre of the earth, or some- 
thing! 

I have always wanted to go 
and pay a visit to Dunlop observ- 
atory—and this makes me want 
to all the more. I'd so like to look 
at the planets through one of 
those big telescopes — sec the stars 
In the milky way — the great bear 
— lbs little dipper! Do you re- 
call that verse in Genesis: "Look 
now toward Heaven, and tell the 
stars, if thou be able to number 
them." 

What changes in Greenwich 
Observatory since it was estab- 
lished in the southern bank of the 
Thames so many, many years 
ago. It almost staggers the Im- 
agination as to the wonders that 
have been wrought there by the 
succession of clever British scien- 
tists. And now it has been 
bombed! We do sincerely hope 
the damage Is not Irreparable. 

P.S.— Do r hear you say, "For 
goodness sake, Golden Glow, 
write about something you know 
a bit about!" Well. I admit I do 
not know, but wouldn't I like to! 
Never too old to learn!

It is only 22 years, since Mr.

1936 and 1937 two outstanding 
picnics were held at RatclifPs 
west of town in honor of Mr. Pike 
when grandfathers arid grand- 
mothers gathered to pay their 
compliments, present the master 
with a gift and go away feeling 
proud. On one of these occasions 
Mr. Pike stood up with all his 85 
years and recited without hesi- 
tation, "Oft In the Stilly Night/'

Isaac Pike never lived in a re- 
tired life, for When his profess- 
ional teaching days ended he was 
an active hard-working farmer, to 
the end of his days.

AN HONORED NAME 
The name Jarvis has loomed 
larg« in the affairs of Ontario for 
nearly 150 years, and Aemilius 
came from a great line. Admiral 
John Jarvis. the ^ictor of the 18th 
century battle of Cape St. Vin- 
cent, belonged to one branch of 
his family. Mr. Jarvis' great- 
grandfather was! William Jarvis, 
a United Empire Loyalist, who 
fought under Col. John Graves 
Simcoe with the 'Queen's Hangers 
in tlu; Americanj Revolution. 
When Simcoe became Governor 
of Upper Canada, William Jarvis 
was his Secretary of State. Mr. 
Jarvis' Grandfather, Captain 
Samuel Peters | Jarvis, was 
Brock's aide at I the capture of 
Detroit. | 

Aemilius Jarvis, who took his 
Christian name from his uncle, 
Sir Aemilius Irving, was born at 
the family home, Bonshaw, on 
Vongc street a few miles north 
of Ifazelburn, his home for the 
last quarter of a century. Some 
of his earlier years were spent in 
Hamilton and in the district, but 
he was educated at Upper Canada 
College. Ills services In the lasf 
World War were great, and at the 
outbreak of hostilities again in 
1939, although aearing his 80th 
birthday, he again offered his 
services to Ottawa "to do any- 
thing they desire of me." Ills 
services in the Great War wer c 
sought for a secret mission — that 
of providing Canada's Atlantic 
Q-boat patrol. He was commis- 
sioned to procure ships In the 
U.S. suitable for anti-submarine 
warfare and for his successful 
efforts he was awarded the Spe- 
cial Service Decoration and thrice 
received the thanks of the Admir- 
alty and of the Canadian Minister 
for Naval Affairs. 

In the 1914-18 struggle, Mr. 
Jarvis was responsible for (he en- 
listment of 2,000 sailors for the 
naval service. In the first year 
of the war he established a naval 
recruiting station In his office en- 



provincial cabinet but a charge 
was laid of conspiracy with the 
Provincial Treasurer of the time, 
the late Peter Smith. 

The Treasurer was involved in 
sixteen other charges which had 
no connection with .Mr. Jarvis 
and to which he pleaded guilty. 
A joint conviction was made in 
the conspiracy charge and Aeniil- 
iuis Jarvis was sentenced to six 
months imprisonment, a fine of 
$60,000 and a joint fine of $000,000 
was Imposed upon him and the 
Provincial Treasurer, with the 
condition that they should both 
remain in prison until one or the 
other paid it. 

HAD GREAT FAITH 
i Mr. Jarvis immediately appeal- 
ed against the sentence and it 
was so manifestly impossible' of 
execution that it was modified 
and he paid over to the govern- 
ment $200,000 tvhich more than 
covered his personal profits in the 
whole transaction.' 

For 11 years he tolled night and 
day for a new trial which would 
establish his Innocence. This was 
quite generally believed in and 
Mr. Jarvis* standing in the com- 
munity remained as high as when 
he was at the zenith of his pros- 
perity, but the legal machinery 
of Canada was not such as to give 
him an opportunity to present 
the new evidence which would 
have obliterated the conviction. 

A special tribunal of high court 
judges gave sympathetic consid- 
eration to his unflagging efforts 
to secure a new trial but could 
not find a legal vehicle for it. 

Mr. Jarvis' fight for vindication 
was untlrjn^lv supported by 
Lieut. -Col. Frank Moss of Tor- 
onto, the late Sir John Willlson, 
and the late Hubert Macrae, K.C., 
and others. Rut of those and of a 
number of witnesses of crucial 
importance whose evidence was 
never taken, only Col. Moss sur- 
vives. To him attaches great 
credit for unflagging zeal In at- 
tempting to secure justice.
